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How much money do you need? People will give more 
toward a large goal than a small one. Nobody is chal- 
lenged by a campaign for a small amount of money. The 
appeal for large, sacrificial gifts will bring large, sacri- 
ficial gifts. The appeal for a small amount of money 
sometimes does not bring even a small amount of money. 
Never be afraid to set a high goal—From Developing a

Company). 


The social director of the Firestone plantation took me 
to see the great hydroelectric plant which runs their 
mill and supplies their light. I had never seen the inside 
of a hydroelectric plant before. There were a huge pipe 
and four great turbine wheels. The water was open above 
them, but they were standing still. I said, “Why don’t 
these turbines run?” He said, “Because the pipe is closed 
down at the outlet. If that were open, the water could 
flow through. The turbines can’t run unless both the in- 
let and the outlet are open.”

“To this end was I born,” John 18:37c. 

In Maeterlink’s exquisite play “The Bluebird,” there is 
a beautiful scene of the unborn babies of the future wait- 
ing to be brought to earth. Clamoring to be taken aboard, 
they are seen crowding toward the ship of old Father 
Time. Each holds in a tiny hand the commission he has 
been given to execute in this earth. One is commissioned 
to be an artist, another a poet, another a sculptor, and 
so on, from the greatest to the least. This poetic scene is 
a vivid illustration of the great truth; namely, that the 
Creator has endowed each individual with certain talents 
and gifts which He expects him to develop to the utmost 
capacity. 

Every person has a certain end or purpose in view 
which he hopes to attain sometime in life. Each has a 
certain longing and desire to be and to do something. 
“Where there is no vision the people perish.” We, as with 
a prophetic eye, look as far as possible into the future 
vision of life. This we do because we realize that every- 
thing is here for a definite and specific purpose. Look 
wherever you will, and you will not see anything in God’s 
whole universe that is not here for a definite purpose. 

Listen to every little creature—the fly as it hums, the 
bee as it buzzes, the bird as it chirps, the ant as it crawls, 
and the spider as it spins. Listen and all will seem to tell 
you, “To this end was I born.” 

Behold the lifeless objects of nature, the silent witness- 
es of the love of God—the small blade of grass that gives 
all that beautiful green covering, the flower that beauti- 
fies and purifies, the tree that shades and bears fruit, 
the brooklet that waters the land, the stone that 
strengthens and builds the sun, moon, and stars, that 
shine forth in all their radiance and glory. Behold them 
and all will seem to tell you, “To this end was I born.” 

EACH PERSON HAS A PLACE TO FILL. 

This suggests that all of us are here for a certain pur- 
pose. Each is destined for something. Each has a certain 
place to fill in life which no one else can fill. God has 
waiting for everyone of us, somewhere at sometime, 
something that just suits you and me so that we, with 
all nature, might say, “To this end was I born.” 

Let us go back to the day of the ancients, and we 
shall find that each was born to perform a certain work. 
Abraham was born to be an example of faith to all gen- 
erations. Noah was born to build the ark and thereby 

ve humanity from being washed from the face of the 
@». Joseph was born to save the land from starvation 
nd thereby become the savior of his own people and 
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race. Moses was born to lead the children of Israel into 
the Promised Land. David was born to be a warrior and 
thereby fight in behalf of God’s people. Solomon was born 
to execute wisdom and justice. Queen Esther was born to 
save her people from the hand of the persecutor. Mary 
and Joseph were born to bring up, nurture, and maintain 
the Saviour of the world. Jesus Himself, the greatest of 
all human beings, was born to do good, to suffer, and fi- 
nally to be nailed to the cross so that you and I might 
be saved from eternal torment. All of these and many 
more, if they were here today, would tell us, “Even so to 
this end was I born.” 

Friends, as these venerable personages of old, we also, 
are born unto a certain end. The first thing to do in or- 
der to attain that end is to find our places in life, that 
place where God intends us to be, that place where we 
are best suited and most needed. 

A young man applying for a license to preach the gos- 
pel was asked by the bishop as to what his conviction of 
his call to the ministry might be. The young man replied, 
“T had a dream, and therein I saw two letters—they were 
P C.” “And what did they mean to you?” was the forth- 
coming reply. The young man answered, “They meant 
to me—preach Christ.” The bishop, hesitating for a mo- 
ment, finally replied, “Might that not also have meant 
plow corn?” 

The finding of one’s place in life is one of the greatest 
problems confronting man, but it can be solved if we— 
as Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob—place our lives into the 
hands of God. 

Until we have a vision of the end for which we were 
born, we will not find self-satisfaction, true happiness, 
and ultimate victory. The happiest man is he who has 
caught the vision of his life’s purpose who lives with 
God as friend with friend. 

We cannot all be kings, leaders, and men of popular ap- 
plause as were Solomon, David, and Samuel, but some 
must fill the humble places in life with Jesse, Hannah, 
and Gideon. Suppose a half dollar should refuse to be 
used because it can do only half as much as the dollar. 
“Foolish coin,” you would say, and rightly so. Suppose 
I should decline to do my part in life because I can do 
only half as much as some other man. “Foolish man,” 
you would say, and rightly so. Honor the position in 
which God has placed you, and don’t wait for it to honor 
you. If you cannot do what you like to do, then try to 
like what you are doing. Remember, God often has a

Tragedies

group of GI’s were leaving from a small Mid- 

western town. As they marched to the station, 
their fathers, mothers, wives, and children walked beside 
them. One young corporal was striding along with a full 
army pack. His wife, not much more than a girl, was 
clinging to his arm. Perched on his shoulder, hugging 
him tightly, was his baby daughter. 

Here was a sight to touch the heart. With a sudden 
stab of realization we were made to think, “These boys 
are fighting for freedom and a way of life in which they 
believe, but, above all, they are fighting for their fam- 
ilies.” 

Now, when the lines are drawn and the forces of god- 
less hatred are ranged against us, this institution of 
the family stands out as the chief bulwark of democracy, 
the fundamental mainstay of our free society. 

Unfortunately, many men and women are blind to the 
importance of family life and its power to withstand evil 
and promote great countries. In the pioneers’ day when 
the members of the family worked together to hew out 
a livelihood from the surrounding dangers, the family, 
existing and surviving through its own indispensability, 
was the essential unit of the community. 

Due to our immense industrial expansion and the rapid 
growth of cities the family, as an indestructible unit, is 
dissolving rapidly. The children do not remain at home 
nights; Dad is at the office, Mother is away with her 
bridge club; and on Sunday instead of the reverent wor- 
ship of God and the gathering around) the Sunday dinner 
table, all members of this group have individual “musts” 
that separate them. The family is tending to fall apart 
at the seams. 

One great tragedy is the alarming divorce rate—half 
a million marriages legally broken and finished every 
twelve months. When one considers the heartaches, the 
bewildered, disillusioned children, the bitter rancors, re- 
sentments, and the chaotic mess that so often results, 
the figure is calamitous. How do these tragedies happen? 

The fundamental cause is that people enter into the 


7 URING THE RECENT CONFLICT in Korea, a 
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wedded state too lightly, too rashly, and with no idea of 
its true meaning. The idea of sex appeal as the primary 
basis for matrimony that we hear crooned continually 
over the radio, with its sickening promises of an eternal 
honeymoon, has become part of the American conception 
of marriage. Physical attraction does have its part in 
marriage, and there must be a mutual physical attrac- 
tion to have a lasting marriage, but there are more im- 
portant qualities than ruby lips, sparkling eyes, or the 
over-advertised allure of a peaches-and-cream complex- 
ion. The down-to-earth reality of life demands stronger 
apparel than a sheer silk negligee. 


IN GOLDSMITH’S NOVEL, the Vicar of 

Wakefield came close to the point. He chose his wife as 
she chose her wedding gown, for qualities that would 
wear well, not because she was some “dish.” Marriage is 
a long-range program and should be accepted as such. 

The early months will be the crucial ones. The honey 
of the honeymoon often turns to sour milk with a blind- 
ing swiftness. There must be a period of adjustment. 
The two people who have lived separate, individual lives 
must become one in all things. This will not be a happy- 
go-lucky period but one of stark importance. 

Consequently, the home and the family will be founded 
upon mutual thoughtfulness and high regard for each 
other. The following illustration is a fine example of this: 

A young man approached a well-known medical doctor 
with consternation concerning an impending bill. As he 
nervously opened his wallet, two slips of cardboard fell 
on the desk. As the doctor returned them, he noticed that 
they were pawn tickets. In a state of confusion the young 
man explained that he had been working only part time 
and had pledged his watch as part payment on the doc- 
tor’s fee. The doctor hastened to assure him that his bill 
could wait until he was able to cope with it. Out of curi- 
osity the doctor asked about the second slip. The young 
man in more confusion, still, explained that tomorrow 
his wife’s birthday and he could not let it pass withou

It would have been easy for Beethoven to relax be- 
hind his deafness instead of working until he became a 
foremost composer. Milton could have counted himself a 
poor blind person with a handicap instead of maintain- 
ing confidence in himself and writing until he became 
one of the foremost figures in English literature. It was 
not éasy for Demosthenes to become the greatest Greek 
orator in history when he had to pace the shore with 
his mouth full of pebbles, trying to outshout the waves. 
But he did overcome his speech impediment. 

Faithfulness to the smallest things in life is never as 
insignificant as it may seem. Every kindness, every right 
doing, every church attendance is observed, and it casts 
your influence in the right direction. “He gave his wages 
for half a day to help the health campaign. Can I do 
less?” “He left a sick bed to attend church. I need to re- 
vise my values.” These are your friends’ reactions when 
they see the good things you do. 

The lack of self-confidence leads to shyness and awk- 
wardness. Don’t confuse them with humility. Ability is 
given to one for things that seem beyond him, and a 
sufficient self-esteem and faith help him to proceed. A 
person should practice confidence and humility side by 
side. Humility keeps one knowing that his strength 
comes from God and prevents his being overproud or 
boastful. 

Boasters are far from confident. They are “whistling 
in the dark” to cover their feeling of inadequacy. People 
hear them brag and realize they are trying to conceal 
their inferior feelings.

lems, but he must not make a habit of weeping on every 
available shoulder. When asked the secret of his success, 
Charles Kingsley, the great English clergyman and 
novelist, replied, “I had a friend.”

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HOLY GHOST BAPTISM IN PROPHECY 


Isaiah 28:9-12, “Whom shall he teach knowledge? and 
whom shall he make to understand doctrine? them that 
are weaned from the milk, and drawn from the breasts 
For precept must be upon precept, precept upon precept 
line upon line, line upon line; here a little, and there a 
little: For with stammering lips and another tongue will 
he speak to this people. To whom he said, This is the rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary to rest; and this is 
the refreshing: yet they would not hear.” 

That the stammering lips and another tongue is the 
rest and the refreshing wherewith God will cause the 
weary to rest is evident from Paul’s use of this same pas- 
sage in the fourteenth chapter of First Corinthians. 

Joel 2:28-29, “And it shall come to pass afterward, that 
I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh; and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, your old men shall 
dream dreams, your young men shall see visions: And al- 
so upon the servants and upon the handmaids in those 
days will I pour out my spirit.” 

That Joel is speaking about the Holy Ghost baptism is 
obvious from the fact that Peter uses it to tell the Jews 
what the one hundred and twenty had received on the 
day of Pentecost. In Acts 2:16, he says, “This is that 
which was spoken by the prophet Joel.” Then he quotes 
the passage from Joel’s writing. 

In Matthew 3:11, John the Baptizer prophesied of the 
Holy Ghost baptism when he said, of Jesus, “He shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost, and with fire. 

In John 14:17, Jesus also prophesied of the Holy Ghost 
baptism when He said, “But ye know him; for he dwell- 
eth with you, and shall be in you.” 

THE FIRST EVIDENCE OF THE HOLY GHOST BAPTISM 

Isaiah associates stammering lips and another tongue 
with the experience that Paul states as accompanying 
the Holy Ghost baptism. Isaiah 28:9-12; 1 Corinthians 14. 

Jesus said that when the Holy Ghost is come “HE 
SHALL TESTIFY of me: And ye also shall bear wit- 
ness,” John 15:26-27. 

Naturally this testimony of the Spirit, and by the Spir- 
it, is in an unknown tongue; but the believer’s testimony 
is in whatever language he is able to speak. 

On the day of Pentecost, the believers “were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the spirit gave them utterance,” Acts 2:1-4. 

Acts 10:45-46, “And they of the circumcision which be- 
lieved were astonished, as many as came with Peter, be- 
cause that on the Gentiles also was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. For they heard them speak with 
tongues (as the Spirit gave the utterance), and magnify 
God (in whatever language they spoke).” 

Acts 19:6, “The Holy Ghost came on them; and they 
spake with tongues (as the Spirit gave the utterance), 
and prophesied (in their native tongue).” 

OTHER EVIDENCES OF THE HOLY GHOST BAPTISM 

John 16:13, “He will guide you into all truth.” 

1 John 4:4, “Ye ... have overcome them (false proph- 
ets and antichrists): because greater is he that is in you, 
than he that is in the world.” 

John 14:26, “He shall teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” 

1 John 5:7. The Holy Ghost bears record with the "@ 
ther and the Word. These three are one. The Holy Ghos 
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will always lead the believer according to the Word of 
God. 

Romans 5:5. The Holy Ghost sheds the love of God 
abroad in the believer’s heart. 

1 Corinthians 12:11. The Holy Ghost worketh (oper- 

tes) all the gifts of the Spirit. 

1 Corinthians 12:3. The Holy Ghost acknowledges Jesus 
as LORD. 

1 Corinthians 12:7. The Holy Ghost gives “the manifes- 
tation of the Spirit to every man.” The Greek word for 
manifestation is “phanerosis,” and it means an external 
exhibition or expression made publicly. In other words, 
you see a man lay hands on a sick person publicly; you 
can also see him anoint the sick with oil; but you can- 
not see the healing take place within the body. That is 
the part the Holy Ghost works. The man handles the 
outward manifestation, and the Holy Ghost handles the 
inward work of healing. 

THE PURPOSES OF THE HOLY GHOST BAPTISM 

To witness for Christ, John 15:26-27. 

To rest and refresh the saints, Isaiah 28:11-12. 

To edify through expediency, as in John 16:7. 

To make intercession for saints, Romans 8:26-27. 

To edify saints through the unknown tongues, 1 Co- 
rinthians 14:4. 

To reprove world of sin, righteousness, and judgment, 
John 16:7-14. 

To empower saints for service, Acts 1:8; Luke 24:49. 

To take saints in the rapture, Romans 8:11. 


HOLY GHOST BAPTISM AND THE RAPTURE 
OF THE CHURCH 

John 14:15-16 tells us that love and obedience will cause 
us to receive the Holy Ghost baptism. Naturally, a lack of 
love and obedience will keep us from receiving Him. 
Would not this lack of love and obedience also keep us 
from the rapture? 

Romans 8:11 tells us that if the Holy Ghost is in us, it 
will quicken our mortal bodies. Mortal body is a living 
human body. The quickening will take place when this 
mortal puts on immortality. However, the condition is IF 
the Holy Ghost is IN us. 

Romans 8:23 tells us that we, WHO HAVE THE FIRST- 
FRUITS OF THE SPIRIT, are waiting for the redemp- 
tion of our bodies. 

The body will be redeemed at the time of the rapture, 
but again, the condition is that we have the firstfruits 
of the Spirit. 

2 Corinthians 1:21-22 tells us that God hath sealed us, 
and given the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. Earnest 
means a pledge, i.e. part of the purchase money given in 
advance as security for the balance. We receive the bal- 
ance of our inheritance after the rapture. This balance 
will consist of a place in the millennium kingdom as a 
priest or king under Jesus. But please note that God does 
not pledge himself to anyone except those who receive 
the earnest of the Spirit in their hearts. 

2 Corinthians 5:1-11 tells us that when this earthly 
tabernacle is dissolved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens; and 
that while in this earthly body we do groan, desiring to 
be clothed upon with our house from heaven (our glori- 
fied body): yet we may know that God hath wrought us 
for this selfsame thing (the rapture and our glorified 

dies); and that he hath given us the earnest of the 
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Spirit which makes us confident while we are in the body 
of clay, and that we labor to be accepted of him, for we 
must all appear before the judgment seat of Christ 
(which will be in heaven after the rapture) to receive 
the reward for the works done in the body. 


So without this earnest of the Spirit, where is our con- 
fidence? Where is God’s promise to us? Where is our as- 
surance that we will go in the rapture? 

Ephesians 1:13-14 tells us that we are sealed with the 
Holy Spirit of promise after we believe, and that the 
Holy Spirit of promise is the earnest of our inheritance 
until the redemption of the purchased possession. 


Jesus said that the meek shall inherit the earth. This 
earth is our purchased possession, and it will be re- 
deemed and given to the saints of God who go in the 
rapture. The Holy Ghost baptism is God’s seal upon our 
lives until the redemption of the earth. 


Ephesians 4:30 tells us not to grieve the Holy Spirit of 
God, whereby we are sealed unto the day of redemption. 

So, without God’s seal, can we afford to claim a part 
in the day of redemption? 

Do not misunderstand this one thing—there will be 
many saved who do not go in the rapture. All the rest 
of the dead will come forth at the white throne judg- 
ment, and whosoever is not found in the Book of Life 
will be cast into the lake of fire: but those found in the 
Book of Life will be placed on the renewed earth. This, 
of course, will be after the thousand years of rule under 
Christ. 

James 5:7 explains that God is waiting for the precious 
fruit of the earth, until he receives the early and the 
latter rain. He means the church, so those who receive 
the early and the latter rain will go in the rapture.

There is in us a haunting conviction that if we are to 
match these days, if we are to meet the colossal obliga- 
tions which God in His providence has imposed on us as 
a people, then God Himself must invade us from the 
outside.

gift. Therefore, he had pawned his war medals to buy her 
a silver broach. Also, there was a young wife who had 
suffered for months with an illness that was very dan- 
gerous but who had never breathed it to her husband 
because there was simply no money to take care of the 
added expense of a doctor. Such devotion and courage 
will save any marriage and preserve it as a lasting affair. 

The home is built upon such acts of thouhtfulness and 
high regard for each other. There is no place for the 
selfish, self-indulgent man or woman; marriage is no 
joy ride. Those who disown their responsibilities and ig- 
nore the hard facts will never realize homes of warmth 
and love, but will have a house in which to sleep and 
tables at which to eat—there will be little else to reward 
them. 

The one virtue necessary to obtain such happiness and 
security against tragedy is loyalty. The one rock upon 
which the family suffers most shipwrecks is one often 
submerged and unseen, infidelity. 

Adultery is an ugly word and denotes a despicable be- 
trayal of mutual trust so destructive in its effects that I 
shall not name them here. Yet, there are other acts of 
disloyalty just as destructive. There are mothers of fine 
moral characters who would blanch at the thought of in- 
fidelity in this direction, but they live in an attitude of 
unconscious desire to belittle their husbands in the eyes 
of children and strangers. With a raised eyebrows and 
critical remarks about their dress, they continually criti- 
cize their husbands every move. 


EQUALLY MANIFESTED is this disloyalty by 
wives who discuss husbands behind their backs and hus- 
bands who woo sympathy from other women because 
they are misunderstood at home. These wives and hus- 
bands, bearing sad tales of this or that imagined injus- 
tice, fly for sympathy to friends or relatives. 

No partnership can survive under such conditions—a 
house divided cannot stand. Such people should bury 
their misunderstandings and bickerings in their own 
back yards and face the world with a smile. Of all the 
aids to family equilibrium, none is more blessedly useful 
than a sense of humor. 
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Most powerful of all is the need for some manifesta- 
tion of religious spirit. We have come a long way, even 
in the Church of God, since the Bible was read aloud in 
every home to an assembled family. The tangled affairs 
of family life will vanish under the light of Christ and 
His love. 

The astounding reports of juvenile misconduct will 
continue to rise until every mother and dad assumes his 
or her own responsibility and works at the problem with 
a sincere attitude. There will be no fifteen-year-old boys 
attending public school drunk, as happened in North 
Carolina, when both Mother and Dad face facts. Neither 
will there be a half million broken homes with a widen- 
ing circle of devastation and bewilderment. 

The family, the backbone of our great nation, with its 
moral and spiritual principles, is essential to all. There 
is little need to stain the soil of distant battlefields with 
the blood of mothers’ sons if we don’t keep the flame of 
the family altars burning brightly with Christian love 
and fellowship.

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PRIEST TESTIFIES TO TORTURES 
BY COMMUNISTS 

HONG KONG, China (EP) A Bel- 
gian Roman Catholic missionary who 
arrived here after more than three 
years’ imprisonment in a Communist 
jail at Peiping said that the report of 
his death, published by a church so- 
ciety in Belgium two years ago, was 
“only half true, I was only half dead.” 
The Rev. Albert Sohier, 39, said from 
his hospital bed here that he did not 
know why the Reds arrested him or 
why they released him. 

Father Sohier has chain scars on 
his wrists and ankles. His hips and 
back show the scars of slashings, and 
he has a hump in his back from a dis- 
located vertebra that was not properly 
treated. The priest said most of the 
tortures he suffered were inflicted by 
his Chinese cell mates, who were in- 
cited to the action by Communist 
guards, and that he wore ankle 
chains so long his legs are still par- 
tially paralyzed. 


DECLARES SECULARISM BRED 
IN CHRISTIAN COLLEGES 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Ameri- 
can colleges are breeding grounds for 
secularism, Dr. D. Elton Trueblood, 
chief of religious policy for the United 
States Information Agency, told mem- 
bers of the Washington Ministerial 
Union here. “Some of the worst exam- 
ples of secularism are in those col- 
leges founded by religious organiza- 
tions,” he declared. “They seem a little 
ashamed of their origin so they try to 
be just as worldly as some of the big 
state institutions.” 

In many such schools, the daily 
chapel is maintained just for “appear- 
ance” said Dr. Trueblood, who was 
professor of philosophy at Earlham 
(Ind.) College before coming to his 
present post in Washington. But he 
said there is a “wonderful recovery” 
in progress in some colleges which 
have come to “recognize their heritage 
and approach it without apology.” 


The population of Africa is around 
two hundred million. Only one in for- 
ty is Caucasian and one in eight is 
Christian. 


It has been pointed out that World 
War II veterans, educated under the 
GI Bill, have increased their earnings 
to the extent that they are paying an 
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extra billion dollars a year income 
taxes. At this rate, the total GI educa- 
tion bill can be wiped out in fifteen 
years. 


PHYSICIAN SEES “SPIRITUAL 
DISEASE” IN NATION 

MIAMI, Florida (EP) An ominous 
“spiritual disease” seems to be spread- 
ing, a prominent physician declared, 
and a change of heart is needed to 
fight it. “The physical and mental 
health of our people is relatively good, 
but there is evidence of spiritual dis- 
ease,” Dr. Julian P. Price, pediatrician 
of Florence, S. C., told the American 
Medical Association. 

He said the signs include “laxness of 
morals in our national government in 
recent years; the hold which organ- 
ized vice has on legislative and social 
life; dishonesty and corruption in var- 
ious State and local governments; the 
increase in crime in our teen-age pop- 
ulation; the evidence of bribery and 
unethical conduct in amateur athlet- 
ics; the effort made by many to cheat 
on their income tax; the mad search 
for pleasure which causes our people 
to spend four times as much for alco- 
holic beverages as they do for reli- 
gious and welfare activities; the in- 
roads which the doctrine of atheistic 
Communism is making on the think- 
ing of some of our citizens.” 

Dr. Price, a member of the AMA’s 
board of trustees, declared the only 
remedy “lies in a change of heart. It 
is my sincere belief that the greatest 
need of our country today—and of our 
profession—is a spiritual rebirth, a re- 
turn to God and His eternal principles. 
And the rebirth must come in the 
heart of the average citizen—and in 
the average doctor of medicine.” He 
called on doctors to remember that 
they are men and citizens as well as 
holders of M.D. degrees, that they 
should be active in community life, 
particularly in education, in work for 
boys and girls, in charitable and phi- 
lanthropic organizations. 


The new tax bill which President 
Eisenhower has signed into law, raises 
from twenty to thirty per cent the 
amount a taxpayer may deduct from 
his income by reason of charitable 
contributions. However, it provides 
that the additional ten per cent must 
be limited to gifts to “a church, a con- 
vention or association of churches, or 
a regularly established educational in- 
stitution, or a hospital.” 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice reported recently a “steadily in- 
creasing” wave of violence on Cana- 
da’s crime-front, particularly in Brit- 
ish Columbia where narcotics offences 
and murders climbed sharply. In the 
area under its jurisdiction, the RCMP 
report for the 1953-54 fiscal year re- 
vealed murders had climbed over thir- 
ty-five per cent, from thirty-four to 
forty-six and narcotics arrests from 
495 to 507 “a record high for recent 
years.” 


DISLIKES RELIGION MIXED 
WITH COMMERCIALS ON TV 

LONDON (EP) General Wilfred 
Kitching, world leader of the Salva- 
tion Army who recently returned from 
a tour of the United States and Can- 
ada, said here he had been distressed 
by American television because it 
mixed “the most sacred programs with 
advertisements for all manner of 
goods. By the time you have mixed up 
motor oil and baking powder with the 
Lord’s Prayer and the twenty-third 
Psalm,” he asked, “what opportunity 
is there for the creation of a religious 
atmosphere?” 

General Kitching believes there is a 
“much better chance of peace today.” 
He pointed out that within the last 
five years there have been “many in- 
ternational incidents any one of 
which, had it occurred twenty-five 
years ago, would have started a first- 
class war.” He said he was agreeably 
surprised that the American reaction 
to the recent shooting down of a U. S. 
plane by the Russians “showed no hint 
of a vengeful spirit,” and felt sure the 
Americans “are not going to be ag- 
gravated by pinpricks.” 


There are now only two ordained 
clergymen serving in Congress. They 
are Representative Dewey Short (R.- 
Mo.), an inactive Methodist minister, 
and Representative Adam Clayton 
Powell (D.-N.Y.), pastor of the 12,000- 
member congregation of the Abyssin- 
ian Baptist Church in New York 
City’s Harlem area. They have been 
re-elected from their districts.
